Claim Objections 

1 ) Claims 6-1 0 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 6 line 17, "said a flow" should be -a flow-. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Double Patenting 

2) The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1 046, 29 USPQ2d 201 0 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

6) Claims 1 -1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Isono et 
al (4572317). 

In re claims 1 and 6, Isono et al provides bicycle damper, comprising: a first tube 
(24) defining a longitudinal first axis; a piston rod (26) supporting a piston (25) in sealed, 
sliding engagement with said first tube, said piston and said first tube defining a first 
fluid chamber (24b); a second tube (43) defining a longitudinal second axis, said second 
axis being non-parallel with respect to said first axis when said piston rod and said first 
and second tubes are operably mounted to an associated bicycle (please note that the 
top portion of element 43 is used as the second tube), said second tube defining a 
second fluid chamber (50); a fluid passage (42) connecting said first fluid chamber and 
said second fluid chamber, wherein a damping fluid moves between said first fluid 
chamber and said second fluid chamber in response to relative movement of said piston 
rod and said first tube; an inertia valve (47) comprising an inertia mass movable 
between a first position and a second position, wherein said inertia mass blocks a flow 
of fluid through said fluid passage in said first position and permits a flow of fluid through 
said fluid passage in said second position. 

In re claims 2-5 and 7-10, see figure 3.
